It' 'V. I) V. Lucas' Lecture at the Pandora 
Street Methodist Church. 

j I'uiidoru Street Methodist Church was 
! well tilled last night with an apprecia- 
tive audience to listen to Lev. I). V. 
I Lucas' lecture on "Imperial Fctlera- 
; lion." Mayor (Irani occupied the chair, 
on the platform with liiui being Noah 
; Shakespeare, liaq. 

j The lecturer upon being introduced 
said, that though Imperial Federation 
j was beset with difficulties, he thought 
i the difficulties could he overcome. 
| Great kingdoms and umpires have 
grown up and disappeared. Such, some 
people thought, would be the fate of 
England, But not so. There was a 
vast difference between the Roman Em- 
pire and Great Britain. Underlying 
the whole scheme of Imperial Federa- 
tion there were two great principles, 
viz : A coining together of tin; parts 
and a common sympathy. People some- 
times said that Imperial Federation 
waa only a dream. Well, dreams have 
been realized ! The Dominion was 
an instance. There were sev- 
eral advantages to he gained 
from Imperial Federation: (1) It would 
draw various parts of the Empire to- 
geter, or at least beget a common sym- 
pathy. (2) It would enable a standing 
army to be done away with, (li) ft 
would foster the principle of free trade. 
No empire could afford, as Britain 
can, to trade within her own limits, Mid 
would thereby force free trade upon the 
world. (4) Uniform postages. (5) 
Uniformity of thought, doing away with 
a great deal of the talk about "Annexa- 
tion " and " Independence. " To ensure 
Imperial Federation there were some 
prelimininary steps necessary, among 
which the lecturer metioned a free ex- 
pression of .sentiment in its favor and 
closer trade relations. 

The lecturer concluded with an elo- 
quent peroration and predicted that 
whilo England recognized (lod the na- 
tion could not die. The meeting was 
brought to a close by a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Lucas and the chairman.

BIG NUGGETS OF QUARTZ. 

Why the Feather River Miiilnc Scheme 
Failed, After Milking; $2,U()0,0I)0. 

Buffalo, Sept. 'JO. —Dr. Pierce, presi- 
dent of the Big Bend Tunnel and Min- 
ing (' puny, in a circular lo the stock- 
holders announcing the future of the 
company, says: "Since the issue of bul- 
letin No. 1, September 29bh, 1887, t here 
has been no material change in the pros- 
pects developed by our mining opera- 
tions last year at- Big Bend. The vast 
quantity of boulders uncovered com- 
pletely handicapped our operations and 
made them so expensive .is lo prevent 
the realization of a profit. In fact, in 
view of the adverse developments of last 
season's work and the further experience 
of this season, it is doubtful if our mines 
ever can be worked at a profit, certainly 
not at the present prices of labor, nor 
unless some more economical method 
may hereinafter be invented for hand- 
ling the vast quantity of boulders which 
exist in the river bed. 

"Our operations demonstrated the 
fact that there is a vast quantity of gold 
in our claims, but in the face of the 
obstacles mentioned, it seems impossi- 
ble, to extract it with profit. Tliti total 
output from our mines last season was 
$17,832. This did not pay the cost of 
the actual mining operations. 

"Some of the ground washed was 
quite rich, and everywhere gold was 
lound lo exist in sufficient abundance to 
have paid largely, but for the unexpect- 
ed obstacles." 

During August of this year Dr. Pierce 
says the output was about $2,500, but 
he says: "It is doubtful if we .shall be 
able to do much bettor than pay ex- 
penses this season. Everything lias 
been done to operate cheaply and effec- 
tively, ami everything else likely to fa- 
cilitate work that experience could sug- 
gest bus been done." 

In conclusion he Bays: "But, after 
all our otforts, and much as we regret to 
acknowledge the fact, yet wo are quite 
prepared to admit that at present 
we .see no prospect of realizing 
our former expectations with respect to 
these mines. Great as is our disap- 
pointment at this unfavorable termina- 
tion of our great undertaking, wo at 

least, have the satisfaction of knowing 
I hat we were not more at fault in our 
judgment with regard to these mines 
than wore tho most experieneed mining 
experts of the Paeilie Coast, ami that 
we have been defeated by no fault in 
the management, but by the existence 
of unfavorable conditions which could 
not possibly have been foreseen or sup- 
posed to exist, and which were only dis- 
closed when the milieu were fully opened 
up by our excavations in the lied of the 
liver,"

Several ship- 
owners have already decided to grant 
the strikers' demands ior an increase of 
25 per cent, in their wages and a cor- 
responding advance for over-timo, 
ASSISTANCE FROM LONDON. 
London, Sept. 27.— Ben. Tibet, one 
of the leaders wf the recent strike of 
dock laborers, will probably arrive in 
Rotterdam to-morrow lo assist the 
strikers there, lie lias sent pickets to 
Hai wick and already intercepted a large 
number of "blacklegs" who are oil their 
way to Rotterdam to take tho places of 
the strikers. The strikers' committee 
will meet to-night to discuss the matter 
of donating funds to the Rotterdam 
strikers.

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"THE SELKIRK ESTATE." 

Lord Selkirk was more fortunate or 
more judicious than many philanthro- 
pists. The men whom lie assisted to emi- 
grate from their own overpeopled coun- 
try prospered in tho colonics to which 
they were, taken. The eight hundred 
Highlander.-; which he caused to be sent 
to Prince Edward Island had many 
hardships to endure and many obstacles 
to overcome, but they prospered, and 
their children's children now bear wit- 
ness to the wisdom as well as the phil- 
anthropy of the kind hearted nobleman. 
Immigrants who arc now coddled and 
assisted in a hundred ways have no 

dea of what Lord Selkirk's Highlanders 
wero forced to undergo before they 
could make homes for themselves in the 
island of the Cull'. Men who had very 
likely never seen an axe, were obliged to 
cut down the forest before they could 
build a bouse or raise even a potato. 
There were no neighbors to help them 
or to show them bow the work was to 
be dune. The laud on which they 
settled was covered with a heavy 
growth of timber. Not an acre of it was 
clear of trees. There were no prairies 
on that tight little Island. Tho soil was 
good, but much hard work had to he 
done before a crop could bu raised. Hut 
the plucky Scotchmen did the work. 
There were no idle hands in the new set- 
tlement. Every man, woman and child 
who could work had to do his or her 
•hare. After some suffering and a great 
deal of severe toil the settlers hewed for 
themselves farms out of the green woods. 
They were a hardy, God-fearing race. 
They contrived not only to live, but to 
give their children the elements of edu- 
cation. The descendants of those early 
settlers soon became remarkable for 
their enterprise and their intelligence. 
The district in which they settled was, 
singularly enough, called Belfast, and 

Belfast, bus, we venture to say, given to 
the world more sea-captains, .school- 
masters, lawyers, ministers and mer- 
chants than any area of equal extent in 
the whole Dominion of Canada. Belfast 
men, raised on what was known as "the 
.Selkirk estate," arc to be found in all 
parts of the world. There are, no doubt, 
even in this far western province many 
who can trace, their descent to the brave 
little bund of Highland men and women 
who came to Prince Edward Island in 
the good ship Polly.

And then, again, what is going to hap- 
pen if in the lands to which they are ex- 
iled the negroes become a majority, or 
• tow so numerous us to be a minority 
strong enough to excite the jealousy of 
their white fellow-citizens '; The problem 
is a complicated one, and exceedingly 
dillicult of solution, Driving tho negroes 
in droves from the South to the West 
and Northwest will, wo venture to say, 
hardly cure the evils of which the 
Southern people complain. It would, 
perhaps, be no harm to hint that a ju- 
dicious use of Christian principle and of 
enlightened humanity will do more to- 
ward getting them out of their difficulty 
than the policy of exile. 

ANOTHER FISHERY DISPUTE. 

There is a fishery dispute between 
Massachusetts and Rhodo Island. In 
I he territory of Massachusetts is a bay 
called Buzzard's Bay. The fish known 
to New England as the menhaden 
school iu that bay, and the Statu of 
Massachussctts claims to have tho ex- 
clusive right to catch those fish in its 
waters. But the fishermen of Rhode 
Island consider that they have a right 
to iis.lt for menhaden wherever they are 
to be found, so six of their schooners 
entered Buzzard's Bay for that purpose. 
Hut Massaehitssettes was on the watch 
lor the pirates and sent a cat-boat cal- 
led Dempsey's Dream, well armed, to 
seize the Rhode Island poachers. 
Dempsey's Dream overhauled the Jos- 
eph Church, seized her and put a prize 
crew on board of her. This seizure was 
not a sham by any means. The prize 
crew was a strong one, strong enough 
to put the skipper of the Joseph Church 
in irons when lie cut up rough and did 
as tin' captain of the Black Diam- 
ond did -- steered his vessel the 
wrong way. The other live poach- 
ers evidently got away safe. if 
this bad happened in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, and if the Dempsey's Dream 
h id been a Dominion cruiser, the whole 
of the United States would have been 
iu a fever of excitement, and there 
would be howling anil threatening to no 
end, on account of the insult offered by 
the Dominion authorities to the Ameri- 
can Hag, and the outrage perpetrated 
upon American citizens. Hut when the 
citizen of one State is caught poaching 
iu the waters claimed by another State 
he is promptly punished, not a whis- 
per of censure is heard. The only in- 
ference we are to draw from this is that 
in the United States it is considered a 
serious crime for the citizens of Long 
Island to lisb in waters claimed by the 
Stale of .Massachusetts, but that it is 
no crime at all for American citizens to 
poach on the territorial waters of the 
1 loniinioli of Canada. 

THE SPIRIT OF SPORT. 

Canadians have yet to learn bow to 
play. The quarrels between teums and 
other competitors are altogether too 
frequent and too bitter. The reason of 
this is that Canadians as a rule do not 
know how to accept defeat gracefully 
..ml in the proper spirit. The champion- 
: hip games of lacrosse in the East de- 
generated into a series of unseemly 
i qtiabhles that disgusted everyone who 
witnessed them. And noisy disputes 
are raised almost everywhere as to the 
way in which games are conducted, and 
about the fairness of the decisions of re- 
ferees. All this is very unpleasant, and 
converts sport into something which is 
quite the reverse. Reform is urgently 
required in this matter. ( lames in this 
country should be carried on in u better 
spirit. Those engaged in them should 
i ultivate a love of fairness. The Cana- 
dian player should be above the suspicii n 
..f wilfully taking an unfair advantage 
of a competitor. A Canadian should 
consider it as dishonorable intentionally 
lo commit a foul as to pick a man's 
pocket. If the code of honor among 
,.layers were made high and rigid- 
ly insisted upon, if not only 
all unfairness, but all angry contention 
und ungentlemauly conduct on the 
round were sternly discountenanced, 
play would again become pleasant and 
disputes would be a great deal fewer. 
' Canadians as a rule have much to learn 
from their kindred in Great Britain with 
respect to the way of conducting games 
aid of accepting defeat. Englishmen and 
Unglisli l.oys take a keen interest in 
their sports, und do their best to win, 
out when they are beaten they take de- 
feat good-humoredly, They arc eager 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Tho eight-hour movement docs not 
appear to bo regarded with much ap- 
proval by the workingmen of Great 
Britain. The Trades Union Congress, 
which represents a total membership of 
885,005, decided to send circulars to nil 
tho unions in connection wi ii it, invit- 
ing a voto on the eight-hour question. 
Only thirty-three societies, representing 
less than one-fifth of the total member- 
ship, sent in returns. The votes cast 
amounted to less than one-eighth of the 
total membership, The total vote was 
102,512. Of this number, :?9,G2I) voted 
in favor of making eight hours the law- 
ful day's work, mid li'2,.SH. - l voted against 
tliiu limitation of the hours of labor. 
Hut this is not all. Of those voting in 
favor of eight hours, one-third voted 
against an eight-hour day being made 
obligatory by Act of Parliament, so that 
only 28,489 out of the 102,512 voting 
were ill favor of making the legal day's 
work eight hours. In tho Congress 
w hich was lately held in Dundee, the 
question was brought up for considera- 
tion by a motion instructing tho Parlia- 
mentary Committee to take action to 
secure by legislation a maximum work- 
ing day of eight hours. A direct nega- 
tive of the motion was moved as an 
amendment und carried. This action 
was taken iu the face of the President's 
recommendation to have the day's work 
limited to eight hours by Parliamentary 
enactment.

Hut the California!! uewspuperthat com- 
ments upon thu resolution of the Bap- 
tist Convention seems to think that 
matter not worth enquiring into. It tells 
us that in certain states there is a ma- 
jority of negroes, and that it is highly 
desirable that that majority he convert- 
ed into a minority! There are other 
Southern states in which, as yet, there 
is a considerable majority of white peo- 
ple. Emigration of the colored popula- 
tion from those states is not consi- 
dered desirable. The negroes there 
are useful in many ways, and can lie 
kept under politically. Iiut in thoso 
other Slates -North Carolina, Missis 
slppi ami Louisiana the surplus negio 
population must lie gut rid of in some 
way, for their while inhabitants will 
never consent to he ruled by negroes. 

It might strike an outsidci- that nice su- 
periority need not come up in those 
States. If the negroes are porfootly 
free }n. thorn they would as other citiz- 
ens do, votetiot iicoording to color, but ac- 
cording to lo their political convict ion* 

and predilections, Some would ho Re- 
publicans, others Democrats. Of course, 
if tho negroes arc persecuted and ill- 
used on account of I heir color, they will 
be forced to UllltO in self-defence, lint 
tho idea of I he negro electors voting on 
any other gi omuls than that of cohu 
does not seem to haVO entered the head 
of our contemporary. Then, nglilii, tin 
colored .people may not ho a! 



neither noisy nor quarrelsome. They 
play for fun, ami they are bound not to 
qioil their enjoyment by wrangling. 
I'hey genera !y submit quietly to the de- 
cision of the i eferee. 

The habit of betting on the result of 
guinea ami competitions is doubtless the 
cause of much of the unpleasantness 
witnessed at matches on this side of the 

Atlantic. When the n know that 

their friends have money at stake on the 
result of the game, they are likely to lie 
more desirous to win, and more impa- 
tient of decisions adverse to their side 
than if they were playing for the sake 
of enjoyment alone. This betting busi- 
ness cannot, perhaps, be put down alto- 
gether, but it certainly ought not to be 
encouraged. Properly speaking, there 
ought to be no helling at all on matches 
iu which the competitors arc amateurs. 
It introduces an element into the con- 
test which bus a tendency to make it 
the reverse of "friendly." It is the 
money at stake which is the cause of 
many of the disputes, and it aggravates 
and embitters dillicult ies that, but for 
it, would be quickly and easily settled. 

It is greatly to be desired (hut games 

which are so enjoyable when properly 

played, and which are calculated to cul- 
tivate and strengthen the manly virtues 
of those who engage in them should so 
frequently become a cause of unpleas- 
antness and demoralization. A reform 
is needed and we behove that if the men 
of the different clubH set about effecting 
it ill earnest, it would soon lie accom- 
plished.

Yesterday afternoon brought to more 
sealers homo from the sealing grounds 
declared to ho closed by the government 
of the United States. The farst to ar-
